Bn ll to w n, L a ,, Oct. 30.—The race wai 
betw een tho blacks and w hiles which 
started a t a negro cam p m eeting al 
D u n can ’s Chapel Sunday afternoon al 
4 o ’clock, hns left a carnival of blood 
up the Pearl river valley, unequalled In 
the history of th a t country. 
One w hite m an is dead, another ii 
dying w ith a bullethole through hi* 
stom ach and a th ird w hito m an is bad­ 
ly wounded. 
N iue negroes w ere killed in the bloody 
affray—five m en, three w om en and one 
sm all child. 
A dozen or perhaps more 
negroes 
escaped to tho 
woods and 
sw am ps w ith w ounds th a t are believed 
to be certain death. 
No one is able to estim ate tho n u m ­ 
ber of w ounded negroes w ho escaped 
the aw ful carnage behind tho clip. They 
scattered to the four winds. 
Some are 
know n to have been shot, but they have 
not been 
found. 
T he flerco conflict 
raged for half an hour. 
The q u arterly m eeting wras turned in ­ 
to a cam p m eeting. 
N egroes cam e from 
m iles, all up and dow n tho valley. They 
wero encam ped around th e church, in 
tents and in rudely constructed shanties 
around tho place. 
It w as to continue 
one week. 
T here they ate aud slept 
and had services in tho chapel. 
The trouble cam e from the b u rn in g of 
the negro M orris last week w ho assau lt­ 
ed Mrs. Ball. 
T here was some. trouble 
over a restau ra n t license and d re a r Lott, 
became the center of attention. 
T here 
w as some trouble Saturday eveniug, but 
no bloodshed. 
Then it cam e up again 
Sunday afternoon, w hen C onstable Boon 
and a posso rode up to L o tt’s tent w ith 
a w arran t for him for not paying his li­ 
cense. 
He becam e abusive aud an a t­ 
tem pt to arre st him opened the fight. 
O thers cam e to L o tt's assistance and a 
regular bom bard m aut began. 
T he blacks fled from the frail, wooden 
ohurch, for it w as no shelter from tho 
rain of bullets. 
L ott retired to his tent, 
shooting an d fighting. 
A to rren t of 
lead w as sent w hizzing through the 
ten t and through the church, 
w hile 
m ost of the negroes fled. 
T he negroes around L o tt’s place kept 
up a steady pour of shots It w as death 
and blood, and the w ounded aud d ying 
w ere on every side. 
L o tt’s old m other- 
in-law , his tw o daughters and the little 
boy fell in a heap inside the shelter. 
Sophia L ott saved her life by conceal- ! 
ing herself behind th e stove. 
L ott was 
killed during the fusillade. 
For 24 hours it looked like a general j 
u prising to w ipe out the black race in 
W ashington parish. 
Tho new s spread 
like w ild fire, and all M onday over I (XX) < 
arm ed m en had 
reached the scene of 
battle. 
They cam e for m iles and m iles, 
some from as far as M onticello. 
All th e negroes concerned in th e riot 
have left for parts unknow n and it is 
believed all trouble is over.

Ball town, La., Oct. SO.—The race wai 
between the blacks and w hites which 
started at a negro camp meeting al 
D uncan's Chapel Sunday afternoon at 
4 o’clock, has left a carnival of blood 
up the Pearl river valley, unequalled in 
the history of that country. 
One w hite man is dead, another ii 
dying w ith a bulletlike through hii 
stomaoh and a third white man is bad* 
ly wouuded. 
Nine negroes were killed in the bloody 
affray—five men, three women and one 
small child. 
A dozen or perhaps more 
negroes 
escaped to the 
woods and 
swamps w ith wounds that are believed 
to bo certain death. 
No one is able to estimate tho num ­ 
ber of wounded negroes who escaped 
the aw ful carnage behind tho clip. They 
scattered to the four winds. 
Some are 
known to have been shot, but they have 
not been found. 
The fierco conflict 
raged for half an hour. 
The quarterly meeting was turned in­ 
to a camp meeting. 
Negroes came from 
miles, all up and down the valley. They 
were encamped around the church, in 
tents and in rudely constructed shanties 
around tho place. 
It was to continuo 
one week. 
There they ate and slept 
and had services in the chapel. 
The trouble came from the burning of 
the negro Morris last week who assault­ 
ed Mrs. Ball. 
There was some. trouble 
over a restaurant license and drear Lott, 
became the center of attention. 
There 
was some trouble Saturday evening, but 
no bloodshed. 
Then it came up again 
Sunday afternoon, when Constable Boon 
and a posse rode up to L ott’s tent w ith 
a w arrant for him for not paying his li­ 
cense. 
He became abusive and an a t­ 
tem pt to arrest him opened the fight, 
tithers came to L ott's assistance and a 
regular bombardment began. 
The blacks fled from the frail, wooden 
ohurch, for it was no shelter from tho 
rain of bullets. 
Lott retired to his tent, 
shooting and fighting. 
A torrent of 
lead was sent whizzing through the 
tent and through the church, while 
most of the negroes fled. 
Tho negroes around L ott’s place kept 
up a steady pour of shots It was death 
and blood, aud the wouuded aud dying 
were on every side. 
L ott’s old mother- 
in-law, his two daughters and the little 
boy fell in a heap inside tho shelter. 
Sophia Lott saved her life by conceal- ' 
ing herself behind the stove. 
Lott was 
killed daring the fusillade. 
For 24 hours it looked like a general 
uprising to wipe out the black race in 
W ashington parish. 
The news spread 
like wild fire, and all Mouday over 1000 1 
armed men had reached the scene of 
battle. 
They came for miles and miles, 
some from as far as Monticello. 
All the negroes concerned in the riot 
have left for parts unknown aud it is 
believed all trouble is over.

cover that. they have been tampered 
w ith. 
A fter a bit of the wear and teal 
money£ id erg o es, the coins which havi 
boon 
upoUj reveal thoif lighfc 
ness at once, and as a result, are refused 
acceptance 
It is not permissible foi 
tho governm ent to redeem the coins al 
their faco value and, of course, thoii 
intrinsic w orth is much less than th* 
am ount for which they have passed 
current. 
Electro platers who make a specialty 
of silverware use bar silver for theii 
purpose. 
In place of the crude metal, 
it is explained several sm aller firm* 
have utilized silver coins of the half and 
dollar denomination, and, having ob­ 
tained from them a deposit of silvoi 
upon the article which is being platod, 
have used the money again at its face 
value. 
By this operation they gain the 
cost of the silver used in plating, and 
as coin metal is practically pure, 
they
